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OUR FRONTISPIECE 
DR. MILTON JAMES FERGUSON 
By Thomas G. Brown 


Born in Hubbardstown, W. Va., April 
11, 1879, he was taken to Kansas when a 
small boy and took part in an _ historic 
pioneer movement when, with his family, 
he ‘‘made the run” into Oklahoma and 
became one of the settlers of what is now 
Norman. As a boy earning his way through 
school, he helped build the first structure 
of the University of Oklahoma, driving a 
mule that hauled and hoisted bricks. In 
1901 Ferguson was graduated with honors 
from that university he helped to build. 
He had worked his way through college 
partly by acting as student assistant in 
the library, and he returned as head of 
that library after a year’s preparation at 
the New York State Library School at 
Albany. 

An additional source of income to the 


student Ferguson was in correspondence 
for the Kansas City newspapers, and for a 
time he wavered between journalism and 
library work as a career. The first job of 
his life had been on a country newspaper as 
a printer’s devil and, as he said, ‘‘once you 
get your fingers into printer’s ink, it never 
rubs off.’’ One of the legacies of those early 
days of struggle is a love of fine printing, 
which he carries into the selection of rare 
books for the Brooklyn Public Library. 
He is an honorary member of the Print 
Makers Association of California. 

Another extraneous feature of Dr. Fer- 
guson’s active career is a knowledge of law, 
symbolized by his membership in the 
California Bar Association and his editor- 
ship of ‘American Library Laws.’”’ He 
was in charge of law books at the California 
State Library and, becoming weary of 
being asked in a challenging tone ‘“‘Are you 
an attorney?” simply decided to be one. 
Shortly afterwards he became the State 
Librarian of California, a post he held from 
1917 to 1930, when he went to Brooklyn. 
He was president of the American Library 
Association, 1938-1939. 

Dr. Ferguson’s favorite author is Thomas 
Hardy; his favorite American writer Willa 
Cather. Both, like himself, are ‘‘close to 
the soil." So was Walt Whitman, and Dr. 
Ferguson has a fine collection of the works 
of Brooklyn's poet. On Long Island’s 
beautiful North Shore, far from the city 
noises he abhors, Dr. Ferguson has a home 
where he can “get his hands in the dirt 
again.” He plays tennis also, swims, golfs — 
and reads. Books to him are precious things 
— partly, perhaps, because in his early 
days he could get so few. He has no patience 
with censorship of library shelves; would 
give the people what they want to read, 
within limits, and try to lift their standards 
gradually, rather than impose upon them 
what librarians think they ought to read. 

Dr.Ferguson has demonstrated his ability 
as a library planner and organizer not only 
in Lousiana but in other far-flung fields. 
He was chosen by the Carnegie Corporation 
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of New York to make a library survey on 
the Union of South Africa, Rhodesia and 
Kenya Colony in 1928-1929. Recently he 
made a survey of condition in Concord, 
N. H., preliminary to the building of a new 
library, and now is being approached for 
other undertakings of a similar nature. 
There is a literary flavor to everything 
Dr. Ferguson writes that imparts an informal 
charm to cut-and-dried material. He is 
anything but pedantic. His sense of humor, 
which is one of the delights of his staff, 
will burst through the solemn facts and 
figures of an annual report to bemoan the 
passing of the library’s sedan, ‘‘which, like 
Queen Mary’s hats, stood up in the crowd;” 
or to note without regret that during the 
city summer the library cannot compete 
with the public swimming hole or bank 
night at the movies. In referring to the 
quarter century of delay in building Brook- 
lyn’s central library, he said in a speech at 
Chicago that the structure had ‘‘more long 
distance records than all the Marathon 
runners since the time of Pheidippides.”’
